regions where 


corn is grown, though parts of the 
extreme northern tier of ^totes have 
a growing .season usually too short 
for sweet sorghum 
to mature. In 


growing sorghum for simp care 
should be taken ,to secure seeds of a 
sweet sorghum variety, and 
for 


planting in the North, one which ma- 
tures quickly. 


Sweet sorghum is grown from seed 


and is planted-in rows ahput 3J feet 
ipart. The plants should stand from 
four to six inches apart in the raw. 
Approximately from five to eight 
pounds of seed is needed to the'acre. 


Ordinarily planting time falls soon 


after corn planting, -when tRe soil 
bas become thoroughly warm. The 
stalks of Che .plants are ready for 
sirup making when the seeds wilrich 
form heads at the top of the stalk 
,ire in tile late dough stage: that is, 
just before they .become 
dry 
and 


lard. 


The machinery necessary for ma- 


ting .sirup consists of a mill for ex- 
raeting the juice from the cane and 
an evaporator for reducing the juice 
o siru-p. The mill contains -three ir- 
>n rollers between: .which the 'sorT 
mm cut at about C inches, from the 
he juice. It may he operated hy a 
gasoline engine or 'by a sweep drawn 
jy horses. 


The usual type of eva^porator con- 


sists of a rectangular, flat-bottomed 
>an or galvanized iron or copper. 
Evaporation may be produced by di- 
rect contact with fire or -'with steam, 
n the former case the ,pan is moun- 
ed on a specially constructed fire 
jox. If steam exavoratjon is em- 
Joyed the pan is provided with 
steam coils which lie on the bottom 
if the pan. In some eases a double- 
lottomed pan is used, 'the space so 
irovided "being employed to carry 
he steam. 


Other articles needed are barrels 


_ • tulbs for catching the juke, pipes 
'or conducting it to the'pan, skini- 
ners for removing the scum, appar- 
atus for testhyr the sirup's consis- 
tency and barrels or cans for hold- 
ing the finished product. 


In ma-king a sirup the blades of 


the plants are Striped o'ff, the sorg- 
hum' Tit at about sis inches from the 
ground, the seed heads removed. The' 
sorghum is passed through the mill 
with as little delay as possible. When 
the weather is <>ool or there is dan- 
ger of frost, the sorghum may lie 
cat considerably in advance of pres- 
sing for iwihen properly piled, it will 
keep for several days. The juice ex- 
tracted by the niill is strained and 
then run into the evaporating pan. 
•As it passes through the pan, it 
quickly comes to a boiling point ana 
a 'scum rises to the surface. This 
should be constantly and carefully 
removed. 


'Sinup should be evaporated to a 


point- where it contains not less than 
70 per cent solids; that is, has a 
weight of not less than. Hi pounds to 
the gallon. If placed in 
containers 


while boiling 
hot 
and 
properly 


sealed, it will keep indefinitely. .

' scribes in detail the methods 
of 


. manufacture, including the elarifiea- 


j fion of tihe juice if such is 'desired, 


• and.the utilization of by-products. 
The latter includes the blades of the 
plants which make excellent f-aed for 
cattle, the bagasse (the stalk from 
which the juice ha» been removed), 
tie scum .-which may tie fed to hogs 
in small quantities, and seed heads 
which -also have, a feeding value. |

re isjfrom 75 to 200, g*Hons, al- 
though in some cases it has been as 
higias400gaflons.

of the American Li!>rery Association 
upon the,"Books for Everybody" move- 
ment and still later news accounts of 
the activities of the organization along 
these lines resulted in a widespread 
appeal from residents of the rural dis- 
tricts of the country for books on farm- 
ing.

spurred him. on is a matter difficult to 
determine. But the fact remains the 
farmer is-asking for books. The great 
majority of American farmers are ei- 
ther without libraries and book service 
or they are inadequately served. 


One of the points which the Ameri- 


can Library Association in its "Books 
for Everybody" movement is strongly 
urging is the extension of the county 
library system in states, wbere enabling 
acts have been passed—some twenty- 
one iu number—and the proper legisla- 
tion in othcTs which have not yet tak- 
en the step. Tile system, with its cen- 
tral library and radiating lines to sta- 
tions in the remotest sections of the 
county, ass-ares good books to every 
man, 
woman and child who cares to 


reach out a hand and grasp one. 


Letters Show Need of Service. 


The American Library Association Is 


not giving its entire attention to the 
urban dweller, nor is it neglecting the 
centers of population for the rural dis- 
tricts and communities. It is, however, 
unquestionably eager to create a steady 
How of informative reading to rural 
America. That the need for such serv- 
ice exists and that it Is anxiously 
sought is evidenced in every letter of 
this nature received by state library, 
Kmirnissions and by the A. L. A. A few 
excerpts have been selected because 
they seem to express most truly the 
needs of thousands of others.
